The Department of Archives, Archaeology and Museums is functioning under 
the administrative control of Department of Culture J&K Government. Its 
primary mandate is not only to preserve and maintain the cultural heritage of 
the state but also to explore it for promotion of Cultural Heritage Tourism. 


[his Department is one of oldest State Government organization whose 
establishment started way back 1898 A.D. with the setting of SPS Museum, 
Srinagar and later Archaeology in 1903 and Archives 1930 also became part of 
this department due course of time. Since then it is involved in the task of 
conservation, preservation and maintenance of composite cultural heritage of 
the entire state. This pioneer government organization, over the years 
flourished and nowadays it has become the conglomerate of various major Œ 
establishments. These establishments include State Archives Repositories, 

State Archaeology, and State Museums, besides other wings of Registering Officer Antiquities, Registrar, National Register of 
Records. With its expansion its domain has also extended from heritage preserver to heritage promoter and besides 
maintaining the great heritage wealth of this state it has become the leading heritage showcasing government organization. 


State Archives Repositories 


The Department under its establishment is maintaining three significant archival 
repositories one each at Jammu, Srinagar and Leh. In these repositories more than twenty 
lakhs historical records in the shape of files and documents are being housed and 
preserved. These records are being preserved on modern scientific lines and necessary 
conservation labs have been set up which are maintained by the archives trained persons. 
These repositories are frequently visited by the scholars who are provided the requisite 
records for their respective research projects. 


To make the access of researchers easier for scholar and to preserve these records in 
electronic format, recently the digitization of these records has also been undertaken. So 
far more than fifty lakh files have been digitized and process of digitization with continue till 


all the archival records are digitized. In the field of archives, department's endeavor is to make the easy access of the scholars 
and researchersto these records easier. 


Mission Manuscript Scheme 


It is a national level scheme, which was adopted with the objective to identify and document the manuscripts heritage of 
India. This scheme has also been introduced with Director Archives, Archaeology and Museums as its Coordinator. The 
scheme has helped a lot in identification and documentation of the manuscript heritage of this state. Thousands of 
manuscripts in Sharda , Persain, Sankritand Arabic have been identified and catalogued under this scheme. 


Maintenance of State Museums 


State Museums are the more significant establishment of this Department, where under the State Museums ofthe J&K state 
are maintained. 


The museum in Srinagar, known as SPS Museum is the oldest and the largest museum of the state which is maintaining about 
eighty thousand cultural artifacts and objects in its various art galleries on Archaeology, Natural History, Numismatics, Textile, 
Armory, Anthropology, Paintings and Decorative Arts. Similarly, thousands of artifacts mostly paintings are also preserved in 
Dogra Art museum at Jammu. These institutions are also equipped with modern conservation labs with trained museum 
personel. 


These museums are not only preserving, but also showcasing the wonderful heritage of the state. Thousands of domestic 
andforeign tourists are visiting these museums every year and generating income for the government. 


To boost the museum movement and to showcase the Museum Objects on modern scientific lines, the J&K Government 
has constructed new museum complex at Srinagar and maximum ofthe artifacts have been shifted and put on display. While 
the proper place for the shifting of Dogra Art Museum is under consideration. 


Setting up of site museums to promote Cultural Tourism 


Since the museum movement of this state had been extremely poor and there are only two museums functioning in the 
state , as such keeping in mind the slow progress of this field the Directorate of Archives, Archaeology and Museums has 
proposed setting up a provincial level museum at Leh, Ladakh which would help in preserving and showcasing the distinctive 
cultural past of Ladakh region, besides the department is also planning to establish two site museums one in Jammu and 
another in Kashmir province. 


State Archaeology 


The state archaeology department is one another significant establishment which is involved 
in maintenance of the state protected monuments, excavation, recovery of archaeological 
remains and treasure troves. Archaeology Wing of the department is dutybound to identify 
the monuments and antiquities and bring them under Ancient Monuments Preservation Act of 
J&K State. This involves the restoration and conservation of the protected archaeological sites 
and monuments. This wing of the department has surveyed almost all heritage buildings/ 
monuments andhas succeeded in notifying about fifty such Buildings / Monuments in the 
state which are being restored in phase wise manner. 


Excavations and explorations 


In its exploration and excavation drive, the archaeology department has excavated several wonderful archaeological sites and 
rare treasure troves which included the Kushan period, Buddhist Site at Kutbal (Anantnag), Laltaditapur at Letpur (Pulwama), 
a rare and largest coin hoard at Watnar (Anantnag) and a bronze Sculpture hoard at Zurhama (Kupwara) and others. 
Besides efforts are made to boost the archaeological tourism of the state for which the recently excavated sites are being 
notified and provided the basic tourist infrastructure. 


Restoration and Conservation 


The restoration and conservation of the state protected monuments is the fundamental responsibility of this department, and 
despite of its meager sources, the department has recently under taken the conservation work of some of its archaeological 
monuments. The task has been almost completed at several sites which included the conservation and restoration Bahu 
Fort, Bhimgarh Fort, Chingus Sarai in Jammu while at Hariparbat , Tomb of Rahim Sahab, Thag Baba Shrine and Papsudan 
Nag at Srinagar, the conservation at Jaganu Fort, Mastgarh Fort, and Shahi Masjid at Jammu is under progress. 


Documentation of Artifacts and Heritage Buildings 


The Department under its documentation program has initiated the identification and documentation of heritage buildings in 
its all the three provinces of the state and under this scheme has so far identified and documented about 480 old structures 
and sites. 


The documentation ofthe artifacts at SPS Museum Srinagar and Dogra Art Museum Jammu has also completed. 


The other wings of the Department 


The other wings of this directorate are also involved in their respective assigned tasks. The registration of antiquities is carried 
underthe Art and Treasure Trove Act, where more then five thousand antiquities have been registered in all the three regions 
of the state, similarly thousands of ancient manuscripts and other nationally important documents are registered with the 
Registrar of Records (NRR). There are thousands books and old administrative reports on various subjects housed in its 
reference libraries of State Archives in Srinagar, Jammu and Leh. 


Holding of Seminars and Exhibitions 


The Research and Documentation Unitis entrusted with the research work 
and holding Seminars and Exhibitions to showcase the state's wonderful 
heritages so that more and more tourists are attracted to our art, 
archaeology , monuments , museums , heritage buildings and other aspects 
of our cultural heritage. In the changing scenario our objective is not only 
to maintain our cultural heritage for coming generations but to showcase it 
in more attractive manner so that the tourists are able to explore our 
glorious past. As such several mega events are held on the occasions of | 
International Monuments and Sites Day, World Heritage Week and other 
Such events. More recently, the department organized one such event on 
the Kutbal hills where a kushan period site had been discovered earlier. 
Another seminar was held on Budshah Day wherein this legendary Sultan Zain-ul-Abidin was commemorated. 


The efforts of this department made in the maintenance and preservation Heritage of Jammu and Kashmir State, which has 
been appreciated by the intellectuals and civil society. The department has received sufficient feedback from the concerned 
quarters and paved way for this department and its care takers to participate in several national and international level 
seminars and workshops held from time to time in different cities ofthe country.

ISMATICS HERITAGE 


Ancient Kashmir Coins 

SPS Museum Srinagar houses the largest collection of ancient coins in copper, silver and gold, estimating more than 70,000. 
These coins reached to museum by yearly purchasing and discoveries. A major portion of this heritage reached to this 
museum by various numismatic discoveries made by the state archaeology wing of the department. The history of the 
numismatic discoveries of the state archeology department goes very back and up to this date. The agency has discovered 
thousands of ancient coins in silver and copper from the length and breadth of the state. During its hunt for the recovery of 
this heritage this agency came across number of major and rare numismatic discoveries. In this context mention may be 
made ofthe major numismatic hoards of Barthana Qamaerwari, Watnar Kokernag, Charishrief and more recently that of at 
Noore Budgam. 


Nunar Hoard (1008-1171) B 
More recently a major copper coin hoard of more than eight hundred coins was discovered 

at Nunar Budgam. In fact the experts ofthe state archaeology department under the worthy 5 Ej 
directions of the Director Archives, Archaeology and Museums Jammu and Kashmir state L^) a 
recovered a largest hoard of ancient copper coins from a plateau of village Nunar in Khan d eS 
sahib,s area of the District Budgam. Archaeologists of the archaeology department who

AD, which carried the coins of Hindu rajas of Kashmir of the Lahora dynasty. 3 


Watnar Hoard (981- 1120) 

Earlier the State Archaeology Department in the year 2010 came across one another 
largest hoard of ancient coins from watnar area of District Anantnag. The hoard 
consisted of 1500 ancient copper coins. In this hoard the coins of the following Rajas 
were identified by the experts.

Barthana Hoard (1389- 1586) 

Bartthana Hoard comprised of | 440 coins and it was discovered from a grave 
yard ofthe village Barthana Srinager. The hoard carried coins of the Shameri 
and Chak Sultans besides coins ofthe Jallal Ud Din Mohammad Akbar.

The tiles recovered from the 
sites during the year 2005 dated to |“ century A.D. In. dancing the Archaeological excavation revealed their laying 
tupa court yard like the circular pavement is having a central piece represented by a Kamalaghatta, encircled by 
many layered of tiles with multiple types of motifs on them including the purnaghatta with kalpavrksa, elephant with a rider a 
stage, a flying swan with human mounts, a dancing lady ... etc which framing the decorations their placement in a particular 
row or place was determined by the kharoshts script numerals engraved on them. It was the major discovery of the 
department which has been achieved after one century. This has added new chapterto the history ofthe state.

For the first time in Zurhama kupwara which is about | | 7 kms from Srinagar, bronze treasure trove of 9" century AD. Shivite 
Period was discovered and it depicts that Kashmir was rich in bronze art as well from ancient period of 9" century AD. The 
Objects were exhibited firsttime in arts of Kashmir Exhibition held in California. 


Lethpora 

Lethpora the ancient town of lalitadiya-pura the town was founded by the great ruler of Kashmir Lalitaditya in 8° century A.D. 
on the right bank of river Jhelum. The excavation conducted by the Department of Archives, Archaeology and Museums 
revealed that the parts of terracotta human images were recovered from the site. 


SEY SSS 


These are, Terracotta heads, hair, nail delineations, fine, body parts etc. .. belonging to the Buddhists images in addition from 
the pieces of appliqué ornaments, belonging to the miniature as well as large images of female body and the other material 
which were recovered from the site. The master pieces which recovered from the site are terracotta shank. 


MANUSCRIPTS 


The Holy Quran 


This is one of the best manuscripts of Holy Quran of seventeenth century, having 
decorative margins and mehrab. 


imam Fakhruddin Razi (1149-1209) 

Tafseer Kabeer is the commentary of the holy Quran written by Moulana Fakhrud 
din Razi. This Manuscript has been copied in 1209 AH. The Manuscript bearing size 
۱9-۴۱۱ inches is incomplete that is why the name of the calligrapher has not been 
identified. The nask as well as Nastaleeq script has been adopted by the calligrapher ۳ 
l while copying. The tafseer is well known as Mafatihul Ghaib also is famous as Tafseer | 
Razi which contains two volumes. The Manuscript has been purchased from the 
Shah Sahab Farroqi from Kalai Doori near NAid Kadal District Zanakadal Srinagar 
Iman Fakhuddin Razi (1149-1209). 


Hakim Abul Qasim Ferdowsi Tusi 940-1020 

Shahnama Firdousi is one ofthe best manuscripts in Persian language which has been 
calligraphed in 1258 AH. It contains 21 illustrations in different colors like golden, 
red etc. the paintings reflect the different scenes as mentioned in the main text ofthe 
Shahnama Firdousi. This is one of the world famous book, written by Abul Qasim 
Ferdowsi Tusi (940-1020). It contains around 60,000 couplets which speak about 
the history of greater Iran in the form of poetry. Shahnama is the story of kings of 
greater lran. Its Size is 33 + 18. 


The Bhagwat Geeta 

The Bhagwat Geeta, often referred to as simply the Geeta, is as 700 verse Hindu 
Scripture in Sanskrit which is part of the Hindu epic Mahabharta the manuscript is 
calligraphed by Munshi Vasu Das in 1941 A.D. It contains 431 Folios written in 
Persian Nastaleeq script measuring 24 x12.8. The Bhagwat Geeta is traditionally 
ascribed to the sage Vyasa. 


Mukarshfatul Asrar 

This manuscript deals with the subject of Astronomy and contains of 279 folios. The 
Manuscript has been calligraphed in 1283 AH in Persian Nastaleeq script. The 
Manuscript has golden margins and the starting two pages decorated with golden ink. 


Mansoori Saadat 

The manuscript deals with the life sketch and mysterious activities of various Sofi saints of 
India and Central Asia. It has been copied in 991 AH by Yousuf bin Ahmad bin 
Mohammad bin Dawood. The script has been written in Shikesta script in Persian 
language. Rare and unique manuscript in detail about the Syed's who travelled from 
Central Asia to Kashmir 


The Bagh-i-Sulaiman 

The Bagh-i-Sulaiman is an important historical account on Kashrnir. It deals not only on 
history but deals with the geography of Kashmir also. It has been copied in 1296 AH. 
Ghulamuddin-Wali-ullah has made calligraphy. This is in poetical form represents the 
style of Shahnama Firdousi. This is unedited and not translated so far. 


NADIRNAMA 

This is an important manuscript pertaining to the history and culture of Nadir Dynasty of 
Afghanistan. It gives over view about the historical episodes of Afghanistan, Iran, Kashmir, 
India. The writer has put under discussion the Quranic verses also. The manuscript has 


been written in Nastaleeq script and has been copied in 1256AH. Besides it gives an 
over view ofthe Islamic conquests from Arab invasions.
